Resurrection of Our Lord! Hallelujah! He IS risen! 

April 4, 2010 

Because He Lives! 

How hard it is to believe in something so unfathomable as the Resurrection - the Resurrection of our 
Lord, and even more, our own Resurrection! 

The angels asked those who came to the tomb, "Why do you look for the living among the dead? He is 
not here; He has risen! Remember how He told you " Then they remembered His words. 

My mother was a Christian, filled with the Spirit. Last July she was dying, and her granddaughter, her 
caregiver for more than five years, was at her bedside. Mom seemed to be fighting death. But when Jill 
reminded her, "Think what it will be like in heaven with Jesus, how wonderful it will be to see Grandpa and 
your Mother and Dad and all your brothers and sisters again/' Mom relaxed and was at peace. At those 
words, she stopped struggling, and after a short time, she died. 

The blessed assurance of a Resurrection - not just hers, but a Resurrection of her loved ones, too- 
reminded Mom that death has no ultimate power. St. Paul writes, "Death is swallowed up in victory! O 
death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory?" Just as Jesus' followers "remembered His words" 
after the angels spoke, Mom remembered His words and was at peace - safe in the arms of Jesus. 

How great is our victory in Christ Jesus, our Lord! How blessed we are to know and remember His 
words of assurance! For because He lives, we, too, shall live. That is our great hope, and it rests on the 
promise of Jesus, our Risen Lord and Savior. — Miles Olson
